The Court: Would you awear the interpreter in, please. 

(Hiiauish interpreter, Manuel Ras, was duly sworn by 
the Clerk of the Court) 

Mr. Kelly: Judge, the defendant earlier pleads not 
guilty to indictment 72 Cr. 871. 

He is now prepared to waive indictment and plead guilty 
to an information which will be offered to the Court and 
filed by the United States Attorney. 

Mr. Clayman: That information has been offered and 
I am giving Mr. Kelly copies of the waiver of indictment. 

The Court: IMiat is the penalty for this violation? 

.Mr. (dayman: Under Section 7237 of Title 26, the 
penalty is imprisonment of not less than two years nor 
more than ten years and a twenty thousand dollar line. 

The Court: Is there special probation? 

•Mr. Kelly: No, Judge. This is under the old order. 

The Court: Is there a second offender- 

Mr. (layman: The second offender would be not less 
than five nor more than twenty years and a line of twenty 
thousand dollars and a third a^d subsequent offender, not 
less than ten nor more thar l rty years and a twenty 
thousand dollar fine 

It is our information that Mr. Poblete is under the first, 
Iteing a first offender. 

The ( ourt: I see. Mr. Poblete, how old are yon? 

The Defendant: Fifty-three years old. 

The Court: How much education have you had? 

The Defendant: Only to the third year of elementer> 
school. 

The (V>urt: Where was that? 

The I >efendant: Chile. 

The Court: Have you ever been treated for mental or 
emotional problems? 

The Defendant: No.

The Court: Do you take drugH? 

The Defendant: No. 

The Court; Are you under any medication? 

The Defendant: No sir. 

The Court: Is your mind clear now? 

The l>efendant: Yes. 

The Court: Has anybody made any threatH or proniiseK 
to induce you to waive your rights end jtlead guilty? 

The Defendant; No sir. 

The (!ourt: Are you doing this voluntarily? 

The Defendant: Yes sir. 

The Court: You kn(>w this is a very serious charge and 
you are entitled to be charged by the Grand Jury. 

The Defendant; Yes sir. 

The Court: That’s a group of citizens who act to pro¬ 
tect defendants against unjust charges. 

However, you may waive that protection and if you 
wish, after the interpreter interprets the waiver form, you 
may sign it. 

Interpreter lias: He says “1 don’t want to have a 
Grand Jury.” 

The f’ourt: Well, read the statement before he signs it. 

(pause) 

Interpreter Ras: All right, .Judge. 

The Court: All right. You may execute it. Kach copy 
|dease. 

(pause) 

The Court: The tlefendant has executed the waiver of 
Grand Jury after having it interpreted. 

Have you explained to your client the various rights that 
he gives up? 

.Mr. Kelly: I have. 

The Court: You undcrstan<l you are entithsl to an 
immediate trial by jury with many legal protections. 

The Government would have to prove you guilty heyoiul 
a reasonable doubt and you would 1 m- presumed to be 
innocent.

The (iovermiieiit would pay for your couuHeJ and any 
other experts and witneHses you would require. 

If you plead guilty you may la* Neiiteneed to a minimum

I he ( onrt: Do you have any questions you want to 
ask me before I take your plea? 

The Defendant: That I will thank you and I know' you 
are going to be lenient with me. 

I have my mother which is very old and doesn’t know 
what is happ<*ning to me. She thinks I was transferred to 
a southern province of Chile. 

The Court: You understand that I cannot promise you 
leniency at all. You must be aware that you may go to 
jail for up to ten years.

The Defenilant: My mother is very old, eighty-one years 
old. She is going to die. I know I did something wrong 
and I will be punished for it, but I hope yon are lenient 
and I will never get involved with anything like that. 

The Court: I will hear that after we have a probation 
report when I determine the sentence. 1 am not going to 
do that now. 

The Defendant: Okay. 

The Court: All I want to do ik)w is <lecide whether I 
should accept your plea. 

There will be an investigation. Hist liy the probation 
department and they will submit a report. Then, the 
judges will discuss it and I will hear yon and your attorney 
and then I will make up my mind. 

How do you plead to the information, guilty or not 
guilty? 

The Defendant: Guilty. 

The Court: All right. 1 accept the plea. 

It should not take very long to get a probation report. 
We have the facts already in the other pndiation reports 
and the rest of it you won’t be able to confirm so you 
should be able to get him one (jiiickly. 

lie is in jail. We should dispose of the case. Yon 
can do it on the information yon can gel fi-om him. 

I will put it down for two weeks. 

Mr. Clayman : There’s another matter with regard to 
this defendant and certain cooperation of this defendant 
where the sentence would not, even in his interest, be best 
to put on in two weeks. 

The Court: When do you want to put it on for sentence? 

.Mr. Clayman: 1 would ask for a month, at least. 

The t'ourt: Then we will leave it without date and 

pi-obation should proceed in the ordinary course.

I wan arreMtfd in the city of Aiitofugawta on Xovenil»er i:Uh. 
IhT.’J l)y K.H.l. agents following a lequest made l»y the 
I nited States. I was brought to Santiago to the Investiga¬ 
tion Ileadiinarters where 1 was brutally beaten and given 
electric- shocks on the genitals, the mouth and all over iny 
body. They also l)rokp iny nose and my left cheeklM)ne. 1 
was so badly beaten and severely tortured that, as a result, 
I urinated blood for more than thii-ty days thereafter. Dur¬ 
ing the thirty seven days that 1 was kept in that institution. 
I was beaten during fifteen c-onsecutive days. Later on, on 
December l!<(, 197d I was transferred tx> a concentration 
camp, the Chile Stadium. 1 was ke|)t there until May 4th. 
1974. On that day I was taken from the Stadium. I hud 
no idea where was I being taken to. I thought that thc*y 
would take me to the Chacabuco concentration camp in the 
Xorthern {tart of my country where {trisoners are usually 
trunsferrc-d tct when there ai-e too many {lersons at the 
Stadium. I never even imagined that I was Isdng flown 
over here, to this country since at ntt moment was I ever 
brought before any judge or court of justice. 

On Saturday, May 4th. 1974, I was called to the guard 
cpiarters in Chile Statlium. I thought that it was my family 
who had come tct visit me but that was not the case. They 
handcuirc*d me and {tlaced me on a |tolic-e truck together 
with another five individuals who had also Itecm handcuffed. 
They drove us to IMidahuel air|)orl ami there we were placed 
on board of a Braniff aircraft under the <-onstant surveil- 
lanc-e of jimeric-an federal agents and chilc-an {Milic-emen. 
I |>on our arrival at Lima air|>oi't {lolicemen armed with

machine guns led us to a room. 1 was so overwhelmed by 
feelings of incertitude and anxiety that I suffered a nervous 
breakdown. I have just recovered from it. Now, several 
days later, my family finally knows that I am arrested in 
New York. 

During the time I was under arrest in the Chile Htadium, 
a commission headed by the former umerican ambassador 
in Chile, Mr. Duncan, came to visit tis and I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk with him about the beatings of which myself 
and all the other political prisoners held in that concentra¬ 
tion camp had been victims of.
